CENTRAL BUYING 
BOARD PLANNED. : 
BY JOHN GLEISSNER, 

United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, June 10.—Creation of 
a central board to make purchases 
for all branches of the government 
will be one of the first recommen- 
dations of the joint committee on 
executive reorganization, in the 
opinion of Representative Reavis, 
of Nebraska. A single selling 
agency also is contemplated. 

Reavis said these reforms could 
be accomplished with little delay, 
whereas the proposed overhauling of 
the departments will necessarily be 
an extended process. 

Millions will be saved, Reavis 
believes, if all supplies needed by 
the government, including those for 
the army and navy, are bought 
through a single office. It will elim- 
inate competitive bidding between 
the departments, he pvinted out, 
and will give an advantage in buy- 
ing in huge quantities. 

“When the war ended the war 
department had on hand millions 
of pounds of frozen. beef,” said 
Reavis. “This was finally sold after 
much difficulty at ruinous prices. 
We found that at the same time the 
navy was buying large quantities

Each department 
will have put under its jurisdiction 
functions which 
there. 

Definite recommendations will not 
be ready for congress before a 
year, Reavis believes, for the broad 
organization. Certain changes, he 
holds, can be put into effect almost 
at once.

ASKS$200,000,000 
LOAN TO FARMERS 


Measure of Georgia Con- 
gressman Would Au- 
thorize Loans to Farm- 
ers at 54 Per Cent.

ative Gordon Lee, of the Seventh 
Georgia district, who is keenly in- 
terested in the more effective op- 
eration of the federal farm loan 
banks, today introduced a bill in 
congress authorizing the secretary 
of the treasury to loan to the farm 
loan board, to meet emergency de- 
mands, the sum of $200,000,000, the 
rate of interest on loans to f#rm- 
ers not to exceed 51-2 per cent. 

The preamble and provisions of 
the bill follow: 

Sixty-seventh Congress, First Ses- 
sion, House of Representative, in 
the House of Representatives, 
June 9, 1921: 

Mr. Lee, of Georgia, introduced 
the following bill, which was re- 
ferred to the committe on banking 
and currency and ordered to be 
printed: 

A bill to direct the secretary of 
the treasury to loan to the federal! 
farm loan board the sum of $200,- 
000,000, and for other purposes. 

Whereas, the agricultural inter- 
ests of the United States are facing 
bankruptcy on account of the scar- 
city of credits; and, 

Whereas, it is of the utmost im- 
portance to the whole people ofthe 
United States, who depend upon the 
farm for food and raiment, that 
the farmers continue to produce, 
which is impossible unless they are 
granted some financial aid; and, 

Whereas, the federal farm loan 
act was enacted for the purpose of 
affording financial credit to the 
farming interests of the United 
States; and, 

Whereas, the $40,000,000 worth of 
bonds recentiy offered for gale by 
the federal fatm loan board will 
supply only three and one-third mil- 
lion dollars for each of the twelve 
land districts of the United States, 
a sum totally inadequate for their 
needs; and, 

Whereas, in the present finan- 
cial condition of the country it 
will be impossible for the federal 
farm loan board to sell additional 
to the investing public in 
an amount sufficient to meet the 
imperative needs of the farming in- 
terests of the United States; and, 

Whereas, any funds loaned by the 
federal farm loan board under the 
terms of the federal farm loan act 
amply secured by a first mortgage 
on real estate, which insures their 
repayment; now, therefore, 

Be it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the 
United States of America, in con- 
gress assembled, that the secretary 
of @he treasury is hereby author- 
ized and directed to loan to the fed- 
eral farm loan board, out of any 
money in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, the sum of $200,- 
000,000, to be used by the federal 
farm loan board in making loans 
under the terms and provisions of 
the federal farm loan act, aaid 
sum to be equitably proportioned by 
said federal farm loan board among 
the twelve feleral land banks cre- 
ated under the act approved July 
17, 1916; that each of said federal 
land banks shall issue to the secre- 
tary of the treasury a certificate of 
indebtedness to become dte at such 
date as the secretary of the treas- 
ury may prescribe, and drawing in- 
terest at the rate of 5 per centum 
per annum, for whatever amount 
of said sum is allocated to said fed- 
eral land bank. 

Section 2. That each of the fed- 
eral land banks receiving any funds 
under the terms of this act shall 
lend same at a rate of interest not 
to exceed 6 per centum.

George White, of the Democratic 
national committee, called upon 
former president Woodrow Wilson 
at his S. street home this afternoon 
and held an hour’s conference upon 
political matters and the condition 
of public affairs. The chairman 
would not speak in detail of the 
matters and discussed with the for- 
mer president, but said that. the 
conference. was on general political 
topics and conditions. 

“IT can say this much, however,” 
said Mr. White. “Mr. Wilson retains 
his keen Interest in all affairs af- 
ecting his party and his country 
and he still has the militant spirit 
which characterized him as a party 
leader and a chief executive.” 

In reply to questions concerning 
Mr. Wileon’s physical condition, he 
said, that was a matter about which 
he could obviously make no public 
statement. 

“My talk with the former presi- 
dent was very interesting and agree- 
able: I enjoyed it very much and I 
hope Mr. Wilson did,” he said. 

Chairman White arrived yester- 
day morning from his home in Mari- 
etta, Ohio, where he had gone to 
look after business affairs. 

On the business situation, he said, 
the business men were beginning to 
ask where the great revival of busi- 
ness promised by the republicans in 
the last campaign and beginning 
to wonder how much further it is 
to “normalcy.” He declared that 
there is a great revival in spirit 
among democrats and that there ie 
general disposition among them to 
get together. 

“The failure of the republican ad- 
ministration to keep its election 
promises to date has put new heart 
and new hope in the party every- 
where,” he said. 


MERCHANTS TOLD 
OF TURNOVER TAX 


Harold R. Young Discuss- 
es Proposed Taxation | 
Changes Before’ Large 
and Representative Au- 
dience. : 


“The Sales or Turnover Tax” was 
the subject chosen by Harold R. 
Young, Washington secretary of 
the National Retail Dry Goods as- 
sociation and a recognized authori- 
ty on all matters pertaining to 
taxation, in addressing a represent- 
ative gathering of Atlanta retail 
‘merchants who assembled in the 
private dining room of the chamber 
of commerce last night to honor this 
specially invited guest with a ban- 
quet. 

Mr. Young took up practically 
every phase of the question of a 
sales tax which, in his opinion and 
that of the organization of retail- 
ers he represented, is a most vital 
one, destroying as it will the pres- 
ent complex systems by which the 
government derives revenue from 
retail merchants. According to Mr. 
Young, the sales tax as proposed 
and indorsed by the National Re- 
tail Dry Goods association is more 
equitable, to a fine degree simpler 
and more acceptable to both mer- 
chant and consumer than those 
now incorporated !n a number of 
tax bills to be submitted to the 
house, notably that of Senator 
Smoot’s. 

Feeling Way Cautiously. 

Mr. Young appealed to Atlanta re- 
tailers that they carefully study 
the advantage to be derived from 
these principles and propagate the 
idea to the best of their apbility 
among their employees and cus- 
tomers. At present, stated Mr. 
Young, representatives at Wash- 
ington are feeling their way. mest 
cautiously in regard to the sales 
tax system, not being sure of the 
attitude of their constituents. 

The visiting executive made the 
delivery of his address in a clear, 
forceful voice, and made an ex- 
cellent !mpression upon his hear- 
ers. No immediate action will be 
taken by the Atlanta organization, 
however, until comprehensive plans 
can be worked out by which the 
Georgia citizenry, generally, will 
receive full benefits of an elabcrate 
publicity campaign. 

“A year ago,” said Mr. Young, “the 
National Retail Dry Goods associa- 
tion established by referendum that 
its members were in favor of the 
repeal of the excess profits fax, 
the lowering of the sur taxes on in- 
dividual incomes, the elimination 
of the excise taxes and the substi- 
tution of a gurnover or sales tax 
on all sales of goods, wares and 
merchancise, and the establishment 
of a national budget system. 

“When the result of this referen- 
dum became known, its. taxation 
committee was authorized to study 
the situation and make specific rec- 
ommendation as to tax revision. In 
doing this, very careful study was 
made of various tax plans which

WILL BE RECOGNIZED 


Federal Patronage to Be 

Postponed Until After 
Meeting of Committee 
in Atlanta.

Washington, June 10.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)-—It’ has been 
tentatively agreed that the 100 
Georgia republicans, who will be 
invited by the national committee 
to reorganize the party machinery 
in that state, will be called to meet 
in Atlanta, in the assembly roo.a 
of one of the central ‘hotels, on Sat- 
urday, July 9, and that invitations 
will go out from Washington on or 
about June 25. That date has not 
been officially agreed upon but has 
been accepted by Secretary Clarence 
Miller as most satisfactory to all 
concerned and will accordingly be 
suggested to the executive commit«- 
| tee before the invitations are sent 
out, 

This “committee of 100” will not 
only be compiled from lists of 
names that have already been sub- 
mitted by all of the contending par- 
ty factions in Georgia, but will in- 
corporate the names of several] lead- 
ing business men of the state who 
have not heretofore been regarded 
by any old-time p@rty leaders as 
affiliating with the republican par 
ty and who have consented, through 
independent envoys, who have been 
sent into Georgia within the last 
few days, to do so now only upon 
the basis of the elimination of all 
racial factionalism and the estab- 
ishment of a complete new state 
organization under complete white 
leadership. Before the invitations 
go forth the president will person- 
ally check the list agreed upon by 
the committee and put his final 
stamp on it. According to the rules 
of the national committée, as already 
reduced to writing and placed in 
the hands of representatives 
who have been sent to Georgia, the 
“committee of 100” shall be. com- 
posed only of voting republicans 
who do not seek office, who are not 
related to office seekers, who are 
not alligned with any party faction 
in Georgia, and who have no in- 
terest at stake other than party gol- 
idarity. 

It is the present program of the 
leaders in the Georgia reorganiza- 
tion, following the action of the na- 
tional committee Wednesday in re- 
arranging southern representation 
in national conventions, to ask the 
members of the present state cen- 
tral committee to resign, “in the in- 
terest of the party,” which invita- 
tion may also be extended to Henry 
Lincoln Johnson, as national com- 
mitteeman, the latter, however, not 
having been fully determined, and 
upon the failure of the members to 
do s0, to appoint a new state com- 
mittee which shall receive the offi- 
cial credentials of the national com- 
mittee, and be accordingly recog- 
nized. 

In cabinet circles today it. was 
Officially stated that no federal ap- 
pointments except postmasters would 
be made in Georgia until after the 
“committee of 100” shall have met 
in July and the state organization 
it creates begun to function. 

In the meantime the cther south- 
eastern states materially affec ed 
by the new rule of the national 
committee, where the party is torn 
by racial factions, will be held on 
the waiting list as to major pat- 
ronage. After the reorganization 
plan contemplated has been tested 


out in Georgia, and if the Georgia 
experiment is satisfactory to the 
national comm*ettee then the same 
program will be pur into effect in 


those states.

Battle Over Teachers 


Fought Before Board; 
Miss Riordan Dropped 


GEORGIA MEMBERS 
BACK PEACE MOVE 


Majority of State Dele- 
gation to Congress to 
Vote for the Porter 
Resolution.

Washington, June 10.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—When “tHe 
Porter peace resolution, which is a 
modified edition of the Knox reso- 
lution, which passed the senate, 
comes to a vote in the house to- 
morrow a large majority, if not 
practically all of the twelve Geor- 
Sia members, will be found record- 
ed in its favor. 

This woutd not have been true 
of the Knox resolution had the sen- 
ate document been reported out by 
the house committee, although at 
least five of the twelve members 
would have supported it. The Por- 
ter resolution, however, does not 
specifically repeal the war declara- 
tion of 1917, which is even now a 
live statute in the absence of a 
post-armistice treaty with the ene- 
my, and is on the whole regarded 
generally as only a harmless camou- 
flage on the part of the house re- 
publican leaders, who, acting upon 
White house advices, have felt the 
necessity for some kind of a peace 
resolution to make campaign prom- 
ises good. 

The actual effect from its pas- 
sage, therefore, will be nil, as it 
means nothing in serious reality, 
at home or abroad, with regard to 
or even in connection with pending 
issues. 

O1 the democratic side perhaps 
thirty or forty members will op- 
pose the Porter resolution, but a 
majority of the minority will favor 
it as will practically all of the ma- 
jority. It will pass the house, ac- 
cordingly, with an overwhelming 
majority. 

Of the minority opponents to the 
resolution will be found some of the 
ablest leaders of the house, who do 
not feel called upon to abet the re- 
publicans in so palpable a politi- 
cal expediency. They feel that the 
spirit behind the whole thing is out 
of good faith with the allies, and 
that the reServations in the regolu- 
tion, while harmlessly ineffective in 
possible results, are not altogether 
insignificant. Many equally as 
strong democrats, however, will fa- 
vor the resolution, 

The democrats in the house held a 
spirited conference on the resolution 
early in the week, but as it was 
not held under cautus rules, no 
vote was taken, and no party cohe- 
siveness on the measure seemed evén 
possible at the time. It is one 
measure in which.there is no at- 
tempt at democratic solidarity.

Paris, June 10.—The mail packet 
Bouboulina, which hag been sunk 
in the Aegean by a mine, had 240 
passengers on board, besides a crew 
of twenty-five, says an Athens dis- 
patch to the Radio agency. 


The Bouboulina was formerly the 
steamer Coronilla. She was built 
at Newcastle, England, in 1878, and 
was owned by J. G. Bouboulis, of 
Spezia. She was 258 feet long and 
had a beam of 32 feet. Her regis- 
tered tonnage was 1,312.

| Election of Atlanta's public school 
teachers, their continuous employ- 
ment next year being contingent on 
the city’s ability to pay them; the » 
failure to re-elect Miss Julia Riordan, 
principal of Davis Street school, one 
of several principals and grade 
teachers on a black list prepared by 
Commissioner Carl Hutcheson, and 
the defeat of his effort to cut off 
the others, featured the adjourned 
meeting of the board of education 
Friday afternoon. The fight on the 
teachers was conducted in another 
secret session, proposed by the au- 
thor of the black list. 

A resolution was advupted holding 
out assurance to the teachers that 
there is little danger of their being 
thrown out of work on account of 
exhausted funds and asking them 
not to be alarmed, while at the same 
meeting members stated that if the 
legislature fails at its session this 
summer to act favorably on the pro- 
posed tax increase for Atlanta, the 
schools will have to close for two 
or three months this fall unless the 
general citizenship comes to the res- 
cue with funds, 

Resignation Accepted. 

The board accepted the resigna- 
tion of Miss Blanche Campbell, elee- 
mentary supervisor, on whom Conmre 
missioner Hutcheson started a fight 
last Wednesday at a closed-door 
session of the board. Her successor 
was not named. 

Miss Irene Beard, primary super- 
visor, was not. re-elected. It is 
understood that there was no ob-'| 
jection to Miss Beard, bu tthe board 
wished to leave the nominatjon of 
the primary supervisor to Miss 
Campbell’s successor, since the two 
offices are closely associated. The 
board would retain her, it is said, 
should she be named as accepta- 
ble by the elementary supervisor, 
who will be elected at a later meet- 
ing. Miss Campbell's letter of res- 
ignation was addressed to Superin- 
tendent Dykes, and she made no 
comment on the attack against her. 

Mr. Hutcheson came to the meet- 
ing with a list of the teachers re- 
vised to eliminate Professor H. O.

there should be a normal tax of 4 
per cent on the first $4,000 above 
exemption, and 8 per cent on the re- 
mainder, the exemptions to be $2,500 
for a single person, $5,000 for head 
of family and $500 for children or 
dependents. 

“The second class of income is 
that from business, and we propose 
that all business, whether it be in- 
dividual, partnership, or corporate, 
be taxed alike, the tax to be paid by 
the business itself. with no further 
tax when distributed to the investor. 
We Propose that the tax on such 
business income shall be 10 per cent 
with an exemption of $5,000. We 


{make no attempt to define business, 


except in a very general way. We 
believe it entirely possible to de- 


termine the business of a corpora- 
tion from its charter, the business 


of partnerships from partnership 
agreements, and to establish defi- 
nitely that an individual is in busi- 
ness, and what that business is by 


the declaration which he will make 
in his income tax return of his ‘prin- 
cipal occupation’ supported by the 
Schedules of his income and yource 
of his income. 


The Third Class. 


“We have put all cther income 
outside of salary and business in- 
come in a third class; have proposed 
on this class of income a normal 
tax of 10 per cent, and because it is, 
in effect at least, unearned income, 
have proposed that on it and on no 
other individual income there shal! 
be sur taxes at the rates of the 
1913 act, with an exemption from 
sur tax of $20,000, and beginning 
with a 1 per cent tax on stich in- 
comes between $20,000 to $50,000, 
increase the rate so that all income 
above $570,000 shall pay a sur tax 
of 6 per cent. No individual exemp- 
tion is provided for this class of in- 
come, except that if all the income

of an indvidual is from it, individ- 
ual exemptions shall apply. If an 
individual receives income from 
both the wage class and the invest- 
ment class, exemption shall apply, 
first, to the income from wage, and 
any remainder shall be applied to 
the income from investment. We 
propose the following eliminations, 
believing inthe principle that there 
should be no special tax on any 
special form of business in addition 
to the taxes which they bear in com-.- 


mon with all other business, ugless 
they receive special benefits. 

“The tax on transportation, the 
removal of which would help in 
the reduction’ of commodity price, 
would encourage shipping and con- 
sumption, and as a tax on transpor- 
tation increases in amount as the 
length of the haul increases, would 
remove a ctrtain amount of dis- 
crimination contained inthe price 
of commodities whieh have to be 
shipped -great distances as compar- 
ed with the prices of commodities 
consumed at the sources. The other 


business taxes, the elimination of 
which we propose, are on insurance, 
on non-alcoholic beverages, admis- 


sions and dues, and of all! the spe- 
cial excise taxes contained in Title 
IX—the capital stock tax and the 
special stamp taxes—the revenue 
for the year 1920 from these sources 
beinre about $900,000,000. 

“We, of course, pronose the re- 
neal of the excess profit taxes, and 
the present sur taxes, excert as we 
have provided on income from in- 
vestments, 


Drastic Reductions. 
“It is neediess to point out that 
the excessive iatces ot sur taxes 
have deteated their object and have 
not prouuceu tne revenue expected. 


In the consideration as to the ex- 
tent which they should be reduced, 
we made very careful study as tu 
evenue from taxable and non-tax- 
able investments, and we were firm- 
ly convinced that the reduction must 
be drastic. Investments in tax ex- 
empt securities are not only secure 
in the revgnue which they produce 
on which no tax igs paid, but they 
are also secure in the investment 
itself. We believe that the revised 
rate of sur tax2s should not be 
considered on the basis of the reve- 
nue act of 1918, which was passed 
in an abnormal period when an ab- 
normal revenue was required, but 
should be thought of more proper- 
ly in comparison with the laws of a 
normal period like that of 1913, that 
we should not think so much of the 
tremendous decrease which we have 
proposed in comparison with the 
1918 act, but of the tremendous in- 
crease which our plan proposes 
when it is compared with the act 
of 1913, in normal period. 
“We believe in, and have proposed 
as a substitute for the revenue 
which will be lost by the repeal of 
the special excise taxes, the down- 
ward revision of the sur tax, and 
the repeal of the excess profit taxes, 
a turnover tax on the sale of all 
goods, wares and merchandise. 
“To have proposed that the sales 
of all dealers, rather than any class 
of dealers, shall be taxed, because 
we firmly believe it will be fairer, 
more equitable and simpler in ad- 
ministration and collection, because 
it will necessitate no differentia- 
tion in sales and no determination 
of the sale which is taxable—all 
sales will be taxable. 

Would be in Excess. 
“The amount which can be raised 
by such a tax of 1 per cent has been 
variously estimated, but we believe 
it would be far in excess,of the 
amount required. It would be es- 
sessed on sales as disclosed Dy 
books of record, and paid monthly 
or quarterly as the regulations may 
decide. It is possible that there 
should be provided exemptions for 
the small business, although we 
have not recommended such exemp- 


tion. 

“We believe that such a plan 
would provide all the revenue neces- 
sary for the economical running of 
the government, one-half of it com- 
ing from income taxes and custom 
receipts, and one-half from the 
turnover or sales tax, and that the 
steady flow into the treasury month 
by month, or quarter by quarter, 
will remove much of the present 
necessity for the raising of imme- 
diate revenue by the issue of cer- 


tificates of indebtedness. : 
“We believe that the equity of 
our plan lies in the fact that con- 
trary to general. acceptance, it 
would lift the tax burden and not 
shift it. Information which we re- 
ceived from the government backed 
up by our own investigation, con- 
vinced us that there was in the 
present sales dollar a tax content of 
23 cents, and that this tax content 
will, by our plan, be reduced at 
least one-third. Equity is also pro- 
vided in that all business is taxed 
alike, that all income from wage 
and salary is practically taxed 
alike, with the consequence that the 
net return to investors will be on 
a practical parity. Additional 
equity to men of small income is 
provided in tne proposed increase 
of individual income exemptions. 


Tax Experts Not Needed. 


“From the standpoint of simplici- 
ty for the taxpayer, we will point 
out that under the plan there would 
be little or no need for the employ- 
ment of tax experts. The taxpayer 
will not have to wait years to de- 
termine his actual tax, with the 
possibility of being compelled to 
pay heavy additional sums covering 
a business period which has long 
gone by. 

From the standpoint of the gov- 
ernment, we are convinced that the 
actual operation of the plan would 
reveal, what because of its freedom 
from complexity, the work of the 
bureau of internal revenue would 
be materially reduced. At present, 
the bureau has 20 or more depart- 
ments, each devoted to the admin- 
istration of certain phases of the 
present act. Its employees are con- 
versant only with their own work, 
and in many of these divisions jt is 
necessary to employ highly trained 
specialists. Most of these, if the 
plan were adopted, could be replac- 
ed with employees able to add cor- 
rectly or to operate adding ma- 
chines, and there would be a flexi- 
bility in the operation of the bu- 
reau not now possible because the 


simple that employees could be 
readily transferred from One depart- 
ment to another. 

“At the present time there fs no 
certainty in this tax system, either 
of revenue to the government or as 
to the amount which the taxpayer 
should pay. No tax system which 
elepends to so large a decree as 


will be certain in its revenue, and 
one of the greatest hardshins in 
the present act from the standpoint 
of the taxpaver is the fact that he 
eannot anticinate with anv accu- 
racy the amount of tax which at 
the end of the year he must navy, 
with the result that in his plan- 
nine for his year’s business, he feels 
justified, eompetition admitting, to 
make certain that into his prices 
is added an elemet of tax which 
will equal his actual tax. and he 
consequently many times over-esti-

boxing again yesterday afternoon, 
taking on his whole boxing staff, 


and especially mixing with Joe Jean- 
nette, who is getting back into shape 
through training with the French- 
man.

Carpentier’s work shows that he 
has a great deal of speed and plen- 
ty of hitting power. One of the 
chief questions in the coming bat- 
tle is how he will compare with 
Dempsey ih calm, deliberate fight- 
ing method. Will he be fiustrated, 
or weakened by nervuusness at the 
thought of “meeting the world’s 
champion ith a wonderful future 
depending Bpon success? He is ab- 
solutely game. °* 

We all know Dempsey has his 
nerves so well under control that 
even facing the gizantic Willard 
didn’t weaken the concentrated fury 
of his attack. His strength and 
speed and cool judgment were al] 
with him from the instant the first 
bell rang. 

Never Claims Foul, 


It is known that Dempsey never 
Claims a-foul even if he is delib- 
erately ‘fouled and badly hurt. Carl 
Morris struck Dempsey low several 
times at Buffalo and the referee 
wanted to stop the bout. Dempsey 
roughly asked him to let the fight 
Zo on, and he knocked Morris out 
in five rounds. Jack Kearns says 
Dempsey is not willing to win ona 
foul under any circumstances, 

Foul has been claimed in several 
of Carpentier’s fights, notably 
that with Gunboat Smith, George 
Engel, who managed Klaus against 
Carpentier in France and saw many 
of Carpentier’s other fights ex- 
plains this.

CHICAGO AWAKENS. 

Chicago, a long and patient suf- 
ferer from misrule and political 
degradation, held an election last 
Monday in which it manifested a 
determination at least to throw off 
the lethargy of indifference and 
clean house. 

In fact, it took the first step, 
and a very significant one, in that 
direction by administering to 
Mayor Thompson the first defeat 
he hag ever received at the ballot- 
box. 

Thompson himself was not run- 
ning for anything, but, having con- 
trol of everything else in the city 
he sought control of the courts. 
The election last Monday was to 
choose district judges, and Thomp- 
son had a ticket in the field. 

When the votes were counted it 
was found not only that not a sin- 
gle Thompson man was elected, but 
that the mayor lost thirty of ‘the 
thirty-five wards in the city, in- 
cluding his own home ward, which 
the anti-Thompson ticket carried 
by a majority of 4,000. 

Undoubtedly what caused this

—a citizenship that wag not too 
complacent, too lethargic, too lazy 
to go to the polls on election day 
and vote. e 
No great community evil can 
exist where the people vote; for” 
the existence of political, social or 
economic evil invariably depends, 
not upon those who condone or 
support it, but upon those who, 
condemning it, do not put them- 
selves to the trouble ef going out 
on election day and scotching it 
at the polls. 

Through the indifference of the 
best element of Chicago society 
the Thompson forces had prog- 
ressed to a point where they con- 
sidered themselves invincible: and 
they were invincible so long as the 
good people stayed away from the 
ballot-box on election days. 

But now it is proven that the 
Thompson machine can be broken, 
and the probability is that the 
work of completely scrapping it 
will be completed the next time 
the people of Chicago are given 
an occasion to render a verdict 
with their votes. 

What has been demonstrated in 
Chicago is true of any other city. 
Let public sentiment become 
sufficiently aroused in behalf of 
anything, and that thing comes 
to pass.

It has already been 
administered to thousands of school 
children and younger children in 
cities rightly noted as centers of 
intelligence, Such a city is St. Paul, 
Minn. Without any complete sta- 
tistics on the subject, I venture to 
Say that there is no other city of 
more than thirty thousand popula- 
tion in all America where there is a 
higher degree of intelligence to the 
square foot than you .will find in 
the city of St. Paul. 


This aSsured protection for the 
individual against infection with 
diphtheria is quite as safe as ordi- 


nary cowpox inoculation ageinst 
smal]pox;rit is even less annoying 
to the pefson who is‘ to be immun- 
ized.

She asked the board to elect the 
teachers without strings tied to 
their contracts. “Take a gambler’s 
chance, if necessary,” she urged, 
“and let Atlanta pay the bill.”

making the elections conditional on 
funds coming into the city treasury 
that are not now In sight, but ask- 
ing the teachers to suffer no un- 
easiness on this account, is as fol- 
lows: 

Text of Resolutions. 

“While the opening of the schools 
next September and the pay of the 
teachers for the remaining months 
of the year are condition on neces- 
sary funds being obtained, stilt the 
board of education feels morally 
certain that these needed funds 
will be on hand and that the schools 
will open as usual in September 
and that the system will be main- 
tained without reduction of salary 
or of teaching force. 

“This assurance is based on the 
confident belief that money neces- 
sary to operate the schools will ba 
provided by a raise in the tax rate 
Furthermore, the mayor, the chair- 
man of the finance committee of 
city council and the general council 
have given the board of education 
every assurance of their heartiest 
and most active effort in every di- 
rection to see that the opening of 
the schools is not delayed. 

“They do not think, nor does the 
board of education think for a mo- 
ment, that there can really be any 


' question as to this matter. The sup- 


port of the public and the loyalty 
of the teachers is asked to assist 
us in the working out of a solution 
of this serious problem.”

Washington, June 10.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—It is just a 
question of “getting to it” as to 
when examinations for postmaster- 
ships in the various cites and towns 
of Georgia will be held, according 
to information obtained Friday from 
the office of the first assistarit post- 
master-general. Thus far only one 
«xamination has been set for Geor- 
gia. This is for Zebulon. 

The announcement made Thurs- 
day that examinatons would soon 
be held for Chicago indicates thut 
the postoffice department would soon 
select postmasters for the first-class 
offices throughout the country. 

Under the Wilson administration 
it was provided that postmasters of 
all classes should be chosen strictly 
according to the showing made by 
the applicants upon their civil serv- 
ice eXaminations. President Hard- 
ing’s executive order of May 10 
changed this order of selection. That 
order provides that the president 
appoint the postmasters in a]! first - 
class offices, but that the appoint- 
ment shall be made from one of the 
three applicants making the best 
showing on the examination. This 
virtually brings a return to the 
“spoils system,” as practiced prior 
to the democratic administration. 

The examinations are conducted 
by the civil service commisson and 
for firat-class postmasterships no 
written examinations are required 
for the applicants to become eligible. 
Aspirants are ranked by the com- 
mission according to their standing 
in the community, their executve 
ablity and their general qualifica- 
tions to fill the job. This makes 
it obvious that no matter how out- 
standing democratic aspirants might 
be that a republican applicant might 
easily be placed amvung the first 
three so as to make his appointment 

»ssible. a 
po examinations held under the W il- 
son administration resulting in the 
qualfication for appointment of many 
democrats amount to nothing. Where 
such an examination has been held 
but no appointment made, the post- 
office department will order that 
the old examination be stricken from 
the eligibility list. Most first-class 
postmasters now holding office og 
Georgia are doing s0 at sufferance.

FIELD REPORTS

Chicago, June 10.—Wheat prices 
had an upward trend most of the 
time today, largely as a result of 
bullish fleld reports concerning the 
winter crop and because of fear of 
a wet barvest.

Corn finished unchanged to 3-4 cent 
lower, and oats down 3-8@1-2 to 5-8 
cent. In provisions the outcome was 
2 to 12c advance. 

Except for one brief setback 
shortly after the opening bulls 
showed themselves to be the mas- 
ters in the wheat pit until about 
midday. Further rains in the south- 
west were reported, and although 
clearing weather was said to have 
ensued, uneasiness relative to har- 
vest conditions remained as a fac- 
tor on the buying side. Meanwhile, 
dispatches from two well-known 
experts in different parts of the 
Ohio valley created on unfavorable 
impression ag to the progress of 
the winter crop. In the last part 
of the session, however, the market 
descended with a good deal of mo- 
mentum, although at no time were 
prices as low as yesterday’s finish. 
Profit taking on the part of hold- 
ers was much in evidence, and there 
was complaint of the slowness of 
export demand. Bearish financial 
gossip was also given considerable 
notice. 

Corn and oats lacked support, but 
toward the last rallied somewhat, 
helped by prospective curtailment 
of receipts. Provisions were gov- 
erned mainly by the course of the 
hog market.

PENSION REVISION 
SOUGHT BY VINSON 


Representative From 
Tenth Georgia Intro- 
duces Bill to Change Ex- 
isting Pension Laws.

Washington, June 10.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Congress- 
man Carl Vinson, of the Tenth 
Georgia district, today introduced 
in the house a bill not only revising 
the existing pensions to the sol- 
diers and sailors of the war with 
Spain, the Philippine insurrection 
and the China relfef expedition, but 
Creating a schedule of general 
service pensions when veterans 
shall have attained specific ages. 

The revision of the schedule cov- 
ering pensions to disabled and men- 
tally and physically incapacitated 
veterans of those wars is a fol- 
lows: 

“Not exceeding $40 per month and 
less than $16 per month, propor- 
tioned to the degree of inability to 
earn a support; and in determining 
such inability each and every in- 
firmity shall be duly considéred, 
and the aggregate of the disabili- 
ties shown be rated, and such pen- 
sion shall commence from the date 
of the filing of the application in 
the Bureau of Pensions after the 
passage of this act. upon proof 
that the disability or disabilities 


and shall continue 
during the existence of the same.” 

The provisions of the Vinson bill 
for general service pensions are 
that any regularly and honorably 
discharged veteran who has reach- 
ed the age of sixty-two years shall, 
upon making proof of such fact, 
be placed upon the pension roll 
and entitled to receive a pension 
of $16 per month; in case such 
person has reached the age of six- 
ty-eight years, $24 per month; in 
case such person has reached the 
age of seventy-two years, $36 per 
month; and case such person has 
reached the age of seventy-five 
years, $40 per month. 

The bill provides that all per- 
sons now receiVing pensions under 
existing lawB may qualify and re- 
ceive the benefits of the act, so 
that it merely revises the scale 
as to existing pensioners, and cre- 
ates an entirely new class, the 
general servite pensioners of 62 
years and older.

New York, June 10.—Between fur- 
ther liquidation of July long ac- 
counts and scattered selling on re- 
ports of improving crop prospects, 
the cotton market was lower today.

Nashville, Tenn., June 10.— The 
Florida annual conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
was the first conference to raise 
its full quota for the Christian edu- 
cation movement, it was announced 
today. The conference wes assessed

Ask Early Trial 
For Widow Kaber 
After Confession 


Cleveland, Ohio, June 10.—With 
the arrival late tonight of Mrs. Eva 
Katherine Kaber, widow oft Daniel 
B. Kaber, wealthy wakewood citi- 
zen, and Miss Marian McArdle, Mrs. 
Kaber’s daughter, three generations 
were in the county jail here tacing 
trial for the first dezree murder of 
Kaber two yearS ago. Mrs. Mary 
Brickel, 69, mother of Mrs. Kaber, 
has been in jail several days in 
default of $5,0V0 bail. 

Mrs. Kaber and Miss McArdle were 
brought back from New York, where 
they were arrested about a week 
ago. 

In addition, two other women and 
aman, incriminated vy Mrs. Kaber 
in a confession in New York early 
today, were in custody while the po- 
lice sought two other men in con- 
nection with the crime. Prosecutor 
Stanton said he would ask that 
Mrs. Kaber be tried at this term of 
court, which ends July l. 

One of the wemen under arrest, 
according to Mrs. Kaber’s confes- 
sion, as related by Prosecutor Stan- 
ton, planned the murder of Kaber, 
who was stabbed twenty-four times. 
She was taken into custody at San- 
dusky, Ohio, and is alleged to have 
concocted a poison, later hiring the 
assassin. The man figurés in Mrs. 
Kaber’s confession, according to 
Stanton, as one of the agents who 
hired the other men to stab Kapber,; 
while the second woman, according 
to Mrs. Kaber’s statements, knew 
of the plot to comm.t the murder. 
The two men at large, Stanton de- 
clares, are the actual hired assas- 
sins. 

In her confession, Mrs. Kaber de- 
clared the men were hired to “beat 
up’’ Kaber to make him treat her 
better. The poison was given him, 
according to the confession, “as med- 
icine to cure his bad habits.” She 
did not know it was poison, Mrs. 
Kaber insists, declaring it was given 
her as medicine. 

Although Mrs. Kaber declared 
she refused to pay the hired foreign- 
ers when she learned they had mur- 
dered her husband, one of the men 
being sought is alleged to have left 
behind in his flight an automobile 
said to have been given him in pay- 
ment for his part in the crime. 

The men were to act as “ghosts,” 
Mrs. Kaber's confession states. She 
said Kaber had never believed in 
ghosts or spirits, and that he prdéb- 
ably fought with the men when he 
awakened and found them by his 
bedside, the stabbing resulting.

BANAERS 10 WORK 
WITH GOVERNMENT 


_Washington, June 10.—The na- 
tion’s great international banking 
houses have assured the government 
of complete co-operation in the mat- 
ter of working out turcign and do- 
mestic loan probléms. 

For an indefinite period, at least 
until the world econ»mic situation 
becomes more stabilized, when the 
international bankers contemplate 
floating foreign loans in the Unit- 
ed States, they will jo so only after 
counselling with the government. 
This, it is authoritazively explain- 
ed, does not mean that the govern- 
ment is to keep the banks “under 
its thumb,” but rather that a gen- 


eral program of foreign and domestic 


relief depends for its general efli- 
cacy upon full co-operation and co- 
ordinated effort between the banks 
and the government. 

It is to be the policy of the gov- 
ernment to avoid special relief meas- 
ures for any special interests except 
in extreme emergencies. It desires 
to work out a broad policy which 
will benefit all phases of American 
economic life. To study the cases 
of present-day stress ‘n different in- 
dustries, Governor Harding of the 
federal reserve board is now on a 
tour of the country. Other govern- 
ment investigators are also in af- 
fected districts. On Friday Secre- 
tary Mellon had a conference here 
with J. P. Morgan, federal reserve 
board and federal reserve bank of- 
ficials and senators from live stock 
states, relative to what measures 
coul be applied to aid the live 
stock industry. 

The government already has in- 
dicated that the channels of export 
trade must be more widely opened 
before business stagnation can be 
relieved. It was to effect this that 
it recently suggested the policy of 
making arrangement with the in- 
ternational bankers whereby foreign 
loans floated in this country would 
have a measurable proportion of 
their proceeds diverted to payment 
for American exports to them. And 
it may be assumed that co-opera- 
tion along this line 1s one of the as- 
surances the bankers have tendered 
the administration. The same co- 
operation will prevail, it is said, in 
matters of bank financing of va- 
rious industries. This arrangement 
will assure, it is said, a more equit- 
able distribution of credit and will 
avoid duplication or conflict of ef- 
fort between the great banks and 
the government in seeking relief 
tor conditions.

True business sense 
looks ahead and sees the inevitable 
ruin which corruption, immorality, 
greed, cruelty and indifference will 
inevitably bring upon the city, which 
yields.to any one or all of these 
sins. 

Atlanta’s Business Sense. 


Atlanta has that business sense. 
Sunday, July 3, her churches, not 
content with the mere ingathering 
of new members, will sound the call 
for a new awakening of civic con- 


sciousness in Atlanta’s people. With 
the city’s wonderful growth, dan- 
ger signs have been seen. The Chris- 
tian council pointed to one of the 
most glaring of these, when the 
council said: “The record of the 
small number of votes cast at city 
elections constitutes an indictment 
of Atlanta’s citizens for a lack of 
civic consciousness; that is. a reali- 
zation on the part of individuals of 
their personal responsibility to the 
municipality of which each one is 
a part.’’ 

Only a fraction of Atlanta citi- 
zens of voting age register to vote. 
A’'still smaller fraction usually goes 
to the polls and votes. Every man 
and woman owes it as a duty to 
God and to the city to register and 
to vote. 

Atlanta {fs a great cornoration. 
We are the stockholders. The act of 
Atlanta is our act. But we cannot 
claim credit for the good which 
the citv does, if we refuse to go to 
the polls and support the man, who 
does his duty and incurs the emnitv 
of the hbootlerger, shady poHtician 
and underworld, bv standing for 
what is right. If by our indiffer- 
ence to our duty as citizens, we 
permit the minority of our city to 
crucify such a man, the sin of our 
citv is ours. 

On the other hand, if by our in- 
difference and refusal to take the 
trouhle to register and vote, in- 


ing to sacrifice the citv’s good for 
nersonal gain. are elected to office 
bv the minoritv of the citizens of 
Atlanta. we cannot escane the re- 
sponsibility for the inevitable eor- 
runtion and Incomneténce which wil] 
follow in our citv’s life. 
Warning Signals Scen. 

Atlanta, for a city of her size, 
hag been remarkably free from cor- 
ruption in her public officials. Geor- 
gia has been singularly clean as a 
State in this respect. The builder 
of the state capitol building, after 
it was completed, -.turned money 
back into.the state treasury, which 
makes that building unique among 
public undertakings. 

But today warning signals are 
flying. Without entering into the 
question of guilt or competency of 
anyone, the disclosures made by re- 
cent grand juries, and in the in- 
vestigation by the committee of the 
city council of open gambling, 
swindling and liquor selling in At- 
lanta, reveal conditions which must

coal mine owners looking to a set- 


tlement of the strike This assump- 
— ig said to be based less on the 
dea that the miners regard the lat- 
est terms offered by the mine own- 
ers a8 acceptable to them than on 
the belief that there will not be a 
two-thirds majority in favor of a 
continuance of the strike. 

The céssation of work in the 
mines has lasted for ten weeks and 
the funds of the miners are ex- 
hausted; and, it is asserted although 
the terms the mine owners have 
proposed do not meet the claims 
the workers have advanced, they 
constitute a considerable advance on 
anything previously offered. 

The conference of the coal min- 
ers’ delegates today voted over- 
whelmingly against advising the 
mén to reject the offer of the mine 
OWners and in interested circles to- 
night little doubt was expressed 
forthcoming ballot would find a 
majority in favor of cessation of 
the strike although it might be a 
small one. 

The ballot will include the ques- 
tion of a national pool, for which 
the men up to the present have 
been firmly in favor. The view out- 
side the ranks of the miners is uni- 
versal that a pool would prove im- 
practicable under existing circum- 
stances and the belief is expressed 
that it no longer will be allowed to 
Stand {in the way of a settlement 
of the controversy.

If today passes off without rain 
or showers, the longest’ spring 
drouth ever experienced in Atlanta, 
that of 20 days in May and June, 
1879, will have been exceeded. 

Cc, F. von. Werrmann, in charge of 
the United States weather bureau 
here, last night was reluctant to 
predict rain for today, declaring 
that although there was evidence of 
Saturday’s being cloudy, such indi- 
cations did not necessarily presage 
rain.

Mrs. Felton’s late husband, Dr. 
William H. Felton, was for many 
years a menber of congress from 
the seventh Georgia district.

Mrs. Felton has 
for twenty-two years past conduct- 
ed “the country home” column in 
the Tri-Weekly Atlanta Journal. Of 
Mrs. Felton, Lucian Lamar Knight 
says in his book, “Georgia Land- 
marks, Memorial and Legends:” 

“His (Dr. Felton’s) ifted com- 
panion and helpmeet, Mrs. Rebecca 
Latimer Felton, has: long ranked 
among the south’s most brijiiant 
women: She was the tireless ally 
of her husband in all of his heated 
political campaigns upon the hntst- 
ings.
